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Fellow  Members  of  the  Alumni  of  S.  M.  T.  N. 

It  is  my  pleasure  at  this  time  to  extend  to  you  the  greetings  of  the 
Association  and  to  assure  you  that  i  appreciate  the  honor  and  realize  the 
responsibility  that  you  have  conferred  upon  me  in  selecting  me  as  your 
president. 

As  a  graduate  of  one  oi  the  great  institutions  of  the  state  yet  in  its 
infancy,  we  have  a  great  opportunity  ahead  of  us.  To  build  up  an  organ- 
ization that  will  help  the  school  and  the  community  which  it  serves  is  our 
task.  The  question  is,  shall  we  utilize  the  opportunity  and  fulfill  the 
task  that  is  ours? 

The  growth,  the  standing  and  the  efficiency  of  any  institution  may  be 
materially  affected  by  the  attitude  of  its  alumni.  So  far  our  alumni 
is  small  and  has  been,  in  the  main,  inactive.  What  can  we  do  to  make  of  it 
a  strong,  constructive  organization?. 

Two  questions  present  themselves:  First,  what  is  the  need  of  an  Alumni 
Association  and,  second,  how   will  it  benefit  the  individual? 

To  answer  the  first  question,  an  alumni  organization  is  needed  to  assist 
in  raising  the  standards  and  molding  the  policies  of  the  institution:  it 
is  needed  to  secure  helpful  legislation,  to  secure  alert,  wide-awake,  aggress- 
ive students,  to  place  the  graduate  in  good  positions  and  in  general  to  make 
the  institution  more  effective  in  rendering  service  to  the  slate  and  the  com- 
munity. 


Through  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Alumni,  the  president  and 
faculty  can  keep  in  touch  with  the  field  and  it's  needs,  and  "it's  up  to 
the  alumni",  to  work  hand  in  hand  with  the  faculty  of  the  school  in 
raising  the  standards  of  the  school  to  the  place  where  no  institution 
or  man  will  question  the  quality  of  work  done  in  The  State  Manual 
Training  Normal.  If  we  want  our  Diplomas  to  carry  with  them  a  recom- 
mendation for  efficiency,  we  must  see  that  the  standards  of  our  school 
are  placed  upon  a  plane  with  that  of  the  best  schools  of  our  land  and 
kept  there.  The  student  body,  with  the  field  of  service  in  the  future,  cannot 
see  the  needs  of  such  standards  so  well  as  we  who  are  out  in  the  field, 
and  too  frequently  they  are  concerned  with  merely  getting  by.  Whom  else 
can  those  in  charge  look  to,  for  support  in  carrying  out  their  plans, 
other  than  to  the  alumni  of  the  school? 

"Its  money  that  makes  the  mare  go",  in  educational  matters  as  well  as 
elsewhere  and  every  two  years,  our  educational  institutions  must  present 
their  causes  before  the  state  legislature  and  work,  and  beg,  for  sufficient 
sums  to  keep  the  institution  in  proper  condition  to  render  the  service 
that  is  due  society.  A  wide-awake  Alumni  Association,  with  its  members 
scattered  over  the  state,  acquainted  with  many  of  the  state  legislators  can 
do  more  than  any  other  one  thing  to  get  helpful  legislation  for  the  school. 
Other  institutions  have  such  Alumni  Organizations  and  they  have  done  good 
service. 

Graduates  who  make  good  as  leaders  are  the  best  boosters  for  the 
school  and  it  is  our  buisness  to  interest  this  type  of  student  in  our  school. 

When  they  go  out  into  the  field  of  service,  they  will  put  the  school  on  the 
map. 

And  last  but  not  least,  if  we  know  of  a  good  opening  anywhere,  it  is 
our  legitimate  duty  to  inform  the  proper  party  at  the  Normal  and  to  help 
as  best  we  can  in  locating  an  S.  M.  T.  N.  graduate  in  that  position,  provided, 
always,  that  the  S.  M.  T.  N.  graduate  is  well  qualified  for  the  position  he 
seeks. 

I  have  nothing  but  contempt,  for  the  individual  or  the  institution  who 
will  try  to  place  the  graduate  of  any  certain  institution  just  because  he  is 
a  graduate  regardless  of  whether  he  is  capable  of  filling  the  position 
creditably. 

Let  us  consider  the  second  question  briefly;  How  will  membership  in  an 
alumni  association  benefit  the  industrial?  If  the  students  of  the  school  are 
on  a  plane  with  the  best,  its  diplomas  are  more  widely  and  more  favorably 
known,  and  the  holder  of  the  diploma  has  something  of  greater  value,  than 
if  the  diploma  were  issued  by  a  school  with  low  standards.  If  you  hold 
government  bonds  which  are  selling  below  par,  and  new  policies  and  new 


conditions  cause  the  price  of  these  bonds  to  advance  above  par,  are  not 
you  benefitted  by  the  advance? 

It  is  not  difficult  for  a  graduate  of  an  institution  to  secure  a  good  posi- 
tion, when  the  school  has  a  reputation  for  doing  a  high  quality  of  work, 
and  a  large  percent  of  its  graduates  have  established  a  reputation  for 
making  good. 

Already.  President  Brandenburg  and  his  willing  helpers,  have  es- 
tablished all  over  the  state  of  Kansas,  an  enviable  record  for  service,  but 
a  score  or  two  of  hard  warking  men  and  women  cannot  carry  the  whole 
load  of  making  S.  M.  T.  N.  the  great  institution  for  service,  that  it 
should,  and  by  the  help  of  a  loyal  alumni,  will  be  in  the  years  to  come. 

A  service  bureau  has  been  established  in  Russ  Hall,  with  an  alert, 
aggressive  young  man,  S.  L.  Householder,  in  charge  whose  purpose  it 
is  to  serve  both  graduates  of  the  school  and  the  communities  looking 
for  trained  leaders:  With  the  cooperation  of  the  members  of  the  Alumni, 
this  bureau  will  be  able  to  effectively  help  each  worthy  graduate  in 
securing  a  desirable  position. 

There  is  an  old  saying  that  we  get  out  of  anything  what  we  put  into 
it.  May  we  not  as  Alumni  put  our  very  best  into  our  work  on  our  respec- 
tive fields  of  service,  giving  a  little  of  our  time  to  cooperating  with,  Our 
Dear  Old  School,  that  always  extends  the  helping  hand?  If  we  will  do 
this,  we  shall  soon  see  some  of  the  practical  benefits  of  an  Alumni 
Association. 

When  the  drive  is  made  to  increase  the  membership  of  the  Associa- 
tion, be  ready  to  sign  up,  pay  your  small  fee  and  reserve  a  little  of  your 
time  and  energy  for  the  organization  that  we  hope  to  make  of  service  to 
you  and  to  S.  M.  T.  N.

June  2,  1905  five  members  of  the  190  1  class  and  five  members  of  the 
1905  class  met  in  "the  sewing  room"  of  the  Normal  building  at  the 
corner  of  fifth  and  Walnut  and  organized  "The  Alumni  Association  of 
S.  M.  T.  N."  Since  that  time  some  form  of  organization  has  been  kept 
up  .  June  7,  1918  a  committee  composed  of  Maude  Skinner,  A.  B.  Steele 
and  Ivena  Hance  were  appointed  on  a  committee  to  draft  a  new'  constitu- 
tion. One  point  only  of  thir  report  has  been  voted  upon — that  of  fixing 
life  membership  at  $3.00.  About  one  hundred  people  have  taken  advantage 
of  this.  The  only  expenditures  that  have  been  made  of  money  collected 
has  been  in  connection  with  the  annual  Alumni  Reunion  and  dinner 
to  the  outgoing  class.  This  is  given  each  year  following  the  commence- 
ment exercises.  The  Alumni  Association  has  assumed  all  expenses  not 
met  by  ticket  sale.  Every  graduate  of  the  institution  should  be  a  member 
of  this  organization  which  holds  him  a  permanent  member  of  the  insti- 
tution and  gives  him  something  in  the  institution  that  really  belongs 
to  him.     Come  in- — Help  out.

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Dr.  A.  E.  Winship,  in  an  address  before  the  Faculty  of  S.  M.  T.  N. 
in  December  of  1921,  made  the  following  statement:  "In  newness  there 
is  virtue".  He  gave  an  illustration  of  the  giant  trees  of  California, 
saying  that  when  new  growth  ceased  to  appear  on  a  tree  it  became  dead 
timber  and  was  immediately  marked  for  cutting. 

Now  if  there  is  one  thing  that  we  are  free  from  in  this  institution 
it  is  "dead  timber".  In  a  conversation  with  a  new  faculty  member  some 
time  ago  I  asked  him  howT  he  liked  his  work  with  us  and  he  replied 
somewhat  after  this  fashion.  "1  like  it.  You  know  I've  never  been  in 
just  such  an  institution  before.  Why  the  whole  plant  is  humming  with 
life  and  you  would  think  to  look  about  you  that  we  are  in  the  midst  of 
an  oil  boom  or  a  gold  strike.  This  place  suits  me  and  I'm  looking  up 
some   running   shoes  that   will   help   me  hit  the   pace   around  here". 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  many  of  you  people  do  not  realize  what  a 
pace  we  have  been  traveling  so  I  am  going  to  give  you  an  idea  through 
the  medium  of  easily  understood  figures  and  facts.
